CARNEGIE IS SATISFIED. 


ANTICIPATES NO SERIOUS REDUC- 
TION IN IRON AND STEEL. 


[A. DAY REPORT.) 

LONDON, May 10.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.) Andrew Carnegie was present 
today at the closing session of the Iron 
and Steel Institute in annual session. 
He briefly addressed the delegations. 
thanking them for the receptior ac- 
corded him. 

In an interview with a representa- 
tive of the ted Press he said: 
“I do not believe any serious reduc. 
tion in prices will occur in the iron 
and, steel market. The wcatid’s de- 
mands show signs of increasing rather 
than decreasing. The recent dror in 
America was merely a transitioa . 
fictitious to real values. Naturally if 
the American Steel and Wire Company 
insists upon refusing to take materia! 
for which they contracted a depressing 
influence will be felt. But I regard 
this action and the shutting down of 
the mills as comparatively unimportant 
factors, of merely temporary effect and 
not in the least likely to result in any 
serious diminuition of prices or in the 
production in the steel and iron mar- 
ket. I am entirely satisfied with the 
present situation.”

In the matter of equipment auy or- 


fessed it is frequently an advantage in 
cramped situations to have a wide- 
angie lens; that is to say, one that in- 
cludes a larger field than the lenses or- 
dinarily supplied with most cameras. 
In addition to the regular outfit I would 
recommend the purchase of a spirit 
level, which can be got either in circu- 
lar form, about the size of a quarter, 
or in the ordinary straight form, one 
about three inches long being @ con- 
venient size. I bought one of the latter 
kind seven years ago, and it has re- 
posed in my left vest pocket ever 
since, and I find it one of the handiest 
tools I carry. If you are hanging a 
picture there is no doubt about getting 
it perpendicular, for all you have to 
do is to apply the level to the frame. 
The level is — as useful when you are 
fastening & bracket to the wall. And so 
in hundreds of other n fact, I 
use it almost every day. In making 
negatives, no matter whether landscape, 
portrait or interior, I level the camera: 
that is, I make sure that the plate is 
perpendicular in both directions before 
I expose, and this prevents my pro- 
ducing the ridiculous scénes and por- 
traits that one sees so often. 

Just a word about how to use the 
level. The camera should be set up 
with one leg of the tripod toward the 
onject being photographed, the other 
two to the rear, so that in working the 
phetographer will stand between them. 
Supposing the camera in position, tf a 
circular level be used on of the

THE PLAGUE OF WOMEN. 


Surgeon Treves Explains His 
Former Remarks. 


“Smart Set” in the Way of Wounded 
at Cape Town. 


IA P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

LONDON, May 2.—[Associated Press 
Correspondence. Wired from Chicago, 
May 10.] The storm which the eminent 
surgeon, Mr. Treves, raised by publicly 
declaring that the plague of women” 
at the Cape was worse than the “plague 
of files,” shows no signs of abating. 
Interviewed, Mr. Treves has made the 
following reply to his critics: 

“How any reasoning person can pos- 
sibly have construed my remarks .nto 
a sweeping condemnation of all women 
workers at the front I cannot under- 
stand, for, of course, nothing half so 
foolish or unjust was conveyed in what 
I said at the Reform Club dinner. 
Probably no one living has a deeper 
sense than I have of the splendid wor« 
which many large-hearted, unselfish 
women, professional and amateur alike, 
are doing in South Africa today. 

“You may remember that I was the 
only consulting surgeon that took out 
a stack of nurses. 1 did so because I 
know that women are indispensable to 
that important branch of hospital 
work. For the other women—the ama 
teurs, if you care to call them so—who 
have given up home, money and com- 
fort to help in the work of alleviat- 
ing suffering, I have only the deepest 
admiration. That anyone in all the 
world should have attached any other 
meaning to my remarks, I am, as I 
said before, simply astonished. 

“But,” and here Mr. Treves brought 
the ey right hand into the palm 
of his left, “when I explain the con- 
dition of affairs at Cape Town,. where 
the other sort of women is gathered. 
you will be able to ju 
whether I was justifi 
strong protest against what I 
scribed as ‘the plague of women.’ 

“Cape Town was at the time of which 
I spoke, packed with women, idlers, 
the majority of them ‘society’ or smart 
people, who, yearning for new excite- 
ments, had come out to South Africa 
to make a holiday. I say, and I say it’ 
very earnestly, that the condition of 
affairs as brought about by the pres- 
ence of these ladies was an absolute 
diagrace to the country. 

“The hotels at Cape (I will say 
nothi of Durban) were crammed 
with these people in the enjoyment of 
what to them was a picnic on a large 
scale. The Mount Nelson Hotel was 
packed with them, and if a sick or a 
wounded officer came down from the 
front in search of accommodations, he 
had not the slightest chance of as 
into a decent hotel. These ladies 
not the faintest pretext for being in 
South Africa beyond their own desire 
to make the campaign a means of ob- 
taining new pleasures and excitements. 

“That, however, was not the worst 
side of their presence. When dinner 
parties and other junketings grew 
weerisome, they would make up parties 
to visit the hospitals.

‘Oh, let's go and see the 
wounded,’ would be the preparation for 
an invasion of the base hospitals and 
incalculable amount of interference 
with the work of the medical etaff. 

“Officers in charge of wounded would, 
in the course of their duties, be inter- 
rupted by ladies bearing permits signed 
by personages whose requests the (- 
cers dared not or did not care to re- 


“You know, perhaps, what influence

YUMA. 
GREAT GOLD DREDGES. — 

YUMA May  5.—({Regular 
Correspondence.) The Crosby-Erich 
Company, that owns the placer grounc 
on the Colorado at the Potholes, has 
let a contract for the erection at Yuma 
of three immense dredges. The 
dredges are to be floated on scows, 
320x110 feet in sise. Barth will be 
taken from the river bed by means of 
a continuous chain of buckets that 
will work at the extreme depth of 
thirty-six feet below the surface of 
the water. Each bucket. with «a 
weight of over one thousand pounds, 
has a capacity of four cubic feet, giv- 
ing each dredge a capacity of 4000 
cubic yards a day. The engines are 
to be of eighty-horse power. The 
gravel carried up will be dumped into 
a revolving, cylindrical grizzly, four 
feet in diameter and fifteen feet long. 
which will sort the material into va- 
rious sizes. The finer gravel, contain- 
ing gold, will be run off into sluice 
boxes. Each dredge will require the 
services of fifteen men and will con- 
sume 240 cords of wood per month. 
Each dredge will cost $50,000. The 
gravel to be worked is valued at 50 
cents a cubic yard, and immense 
profits are expected.

lic job. Whatever may have been 
motive, the consensus of opinion 
bout the City Hall is that the Auditor 
overstepped the s of reason in 
Raking the action he did, and it ts not 
improbable that he will recede from 
We position he has taken.

WHAT WILL BE DONE? 
CHANCE TO REVOKE LICENSES. 

At the next meeting of the Board of 
Police Commissioners an opportunity 
will be afforded the public of knowing 
whether that body intends to enforce 
the law with reference to saloon - 
censes or whether it will continue its 
farcical and lenient methods. There 
have been various opportunities of late 
‘for the board to do something in this 
line, but as yet it has failed to take 
much action in. accord with its an- 
nounced policy and the oath of office 
of its members to enforce the city ordi- 
nances. Last month the board was of- 
ficially informed that the Sunday-clos- 
ing law had been violated openly by 
Peter Bissen and James Mackel, and 
that these two saloonkeepers 
convicted of such violations in the 
courts. The defendants appealed the 
cases and their attorneys appeared be- 
fore the rd asking that, pending the 
appeals, the matter be held in abeyance 
and that no revocation of the licenses. 
be ordered. The board, after having 
revoked one of the licenses, restored 
it, and agreed not to take action for 
thirty days, it being promised that 
within that time a decision on appeal 
would be secured. The board did not 
ask how such a decision would be ob- 
tained, but left that to the saloon 
keepers’ attorneys, they being most 
positive in their assertions that they 
would secure the decision. The thirty 
days expired yesterday and no decision 
has been rendered, either for or against 
thé saloonkeepers. 

In the absence of a decision before 
the next meeting of the board this is 
what may be ex : The attorneys 
will appear and argue that they tried 
to secure a decision, but failed, (which 
is something which may be doubted 
if the records of the court are worth 
anything) and inasmuch as they have 
failed they will probably ask for more 
time in which to complete the appeal. 
At least one member of the board has 
expressed himself as being opposed to 
any further continuance, but will vote 
to revoke the licenses at once. This 
member is not one who has made him- 
self prominent in the work of the board, 
but he has rather taken anything but 
a prominent part in the proceedings. 
It is possible that the board may be 
informed that the saloons at which the 
violations occurred have changed hands 
and that inasmuch as the present pro- 
prietors are not responsible for the 
acts of the former owners, the licenses 
should not be revoked. The law, how- 
ever, says plainly that whenever viola- 
tions of the law are proven against a 
saloonk hie license shall be re- 
voked. It will be interesting to see 
what the board will do. 


LIGHTING CONFERENCE. 
BETTER SERVICE DEMANDED. 
The members of the Gas and Light 

Committee of the City Council and 
representatives of the Los Angeles 
Electric Company, which has the con- 
tract for lighting the city, and of the 
San Gabriel Electric Company, which 
is a subcontractor for furnishing the 
lamps and current to make them burn, 
will be held this afternoon in the com- 
mittee-room of the City Council.

HUMILIATION OF A TAILOR. 


Los Angeles Railway Company 
Sued for Damages. 


The Case Tried—Longevity of a Trans- 
fer Involved. 


Charies Lévy, a tailor with the Lon- 
don Clothing Company, who lives on 
Maple avenue, was in Judee Fitz- 
gerald’s court yesterday, suing the 
Los Angeles Railway Company for 
damages in the sum of $5000, and mak- 
ing some allegations of discourteous 
treatment against the company’s em- 
ployés that were far from pleasant. 

The trouble occurred on November 
27, 1899. Levy had been spending the 
evening at the home of Henry Nelson, 
a cutter, near the corner of First and 
Flower streets. Feeling «unwell for 
some reason, he left the Nelson fesi- 
dence about 8:30 o'clock, and boarded 
the Second-street Westlake car for 
town, paying his fare and taking a 
transfer to the Maple-avenue line at 
the corner of Fourth and Spring 
streets. 

The transfer was punched at 8:45 
o'clock. and read on its face “good 
for fifteen minutes.” 

Levy waited for a Manle-avenue car 
to come along—waited a long time, he 
testified, standing on the corner. 
Finally, he concluded that something 
was wrong down the line somewhere, 
but this conclusion was ken, for 
one goon came along, going north, and 
all he had to do was to wait for it 
to run to the Temple Block, at the 
junction of Main and Spring streets, 
and return. 

Meantime, a bicycle accident  oc- 
curred near where he was waiting, and 
he ran up Spring street, a few feet 
past Ellington's drug store, to see 
whether or not anybody was hurt. No- 
body was injured. But just then his 
car came along, and he got aboard. 
It. was then a few minutes past 9 
o'clock. 

When the conductor, H. R. Taylor 
by name, tapped him for his fare, 
Levy handed him his transfer. The 
conductor promptly told him it was no 
good, and, Levy says, he wadded it 
up, threw it on the floor and passed 
him by. 

When the car reached Fifth street, 
according to Levy's story, the con- 
ductor told him that he would have 
to get off the car, and motioned to 
the motorman to assist him if Levy 
resisted. They gave him no chance, 
he says, to pay another fare, but each 
took him by a wrist and dragged him 
gut of the car and were trying to 
push him off, when a friend intervened 
with an offer to pay his fare. 

Levy rather resented his friend's 
solicitude with a remark that he had 
money to pay the fare, but he disliked 
to be forced and humiliated to pay 
two fares. At any rate the conductor 

t his 5 cents and hostilities ceased. 

o young ladies were in the car at 
the time, and their animated screams 
acded other strains to the gayety of 
the fracas. 

Levy told the conductor that the 
transfer ought to be good, for he had 
boarded the first Maple-avenue car 
that came along after he got off the 
Westlake car, and it waen't hie fault 
if he had to wait longer than the 
fifteen minutes allowed him. The

had let one go by. : 


For the pain and mental anguish of 


an attempt at ejectment in“ te pres- 
ence of men and women, on the car, 
Levy calmly brought suit against the 
street railway company for $5000 
damages. He says he was laid up two 
days as a result of his rough handling 
and was sore for two weeks. He con- 
sidered himself greatly outraged. 
When Conductor Taylor took the 
Stand for the defense, he denied that 
any improper usage took place on the 
car, or any sort other than what was 
barely necessary to enforce the rules 
of the company. The transfer pre- 
sented by Levy was not good after 9 
o'clock, according to its punching. Ry 
refreshing his memory from the trip- 
slip made out by himself at the time, 
he says that he left Temple street at 
9:08, and arrived at Fourth street at 
9:13 o'clock. As to Levy's statement 
that no other Maple-avenue car 


„ he swore that on his up-trip | 


passed 
he passed a Maple-avenue car going 
south between Fourth and Fifth streets, 
about 9% o'clock. This was the car 
Levy should have taken. 

After all the evidence in the case 
had been presented to the court, a con- 
tinuance was ordered until Monday 
for argument.

Maaure and Tillage lor Fruit Trees. 


OME time ago I sold half an acre 

of land to a man for a builiding lot 

and garden. In running it out the 
division line took in four Baldwin ap- 
pie trees from my young orchard, and 
left others of the same kind adjoining 
them, of the game age, equally large 
and thrifty. Very early in the spring 
the purchaser gave his lot, where the 
trees stood, a heavy coat of manure 
and plowed it under. He made his gar- 
den about May 1, and gave it tolerably 
geod cultivation. From the time the 
trees leayed out in the spring until late 
in the fall I could see a marked differ- 
ence between his trees and mine, which 
was astonishing. The leaves on his 
trees were of a dorker, deeper green, 
the trees bloomed fuller and. raised a 
crop of apples larger and fairer than 
mine. The next year his trees showed 
the same superiority, the effects of the 
manure still being apparent, and mani- 
festing itself in the deeper green of the 
foliage and finer fruit. This object les- 
son presented to my view two years in 
succession convinced me as no argu- 
ment could have done that to obtain 
the best results from an apple orchard 
it must be frequently manured and cul- 


tivated. 

n to pear trees, and perhaps 
all other fruit trees, I think they can 

manured too much or planted on 
ground entirely too rich. My observa- 
tion has been that pear trees heavily 
manured are more subject to blight, as 
is well known to be the case with po- 
tato vines. I had three pear trees, one 
of which stood just below where there 
had been a h pen, and the ground 
was very rich. e tree grew fast, and 
after it had borne one or two seasons, 
about one-third of the limbs blighted 
at the time the rs were about one- 
third their full size.

ern California. In response Mr. Camp- 
— has supplied the follow- 
eresting treatise upon a subject 
that should be popularized, which will 
be read by all lovers of the wild 
trees so extensively domest ted in 
our parks and along the bo 
of gs part bees the State: 
0 as n the policy of the Park 
Comissioners in view of 4 large area of 
park under their control, to plant col- 
lections of trees in various locations. 
The several groups of eastern trees set 
out during the last few years, are now 
sufficiently grown for their beauty to 
be appreciated. Last year a collection 
of about fifty species of rare eucalyp- 
tus was planted near the Fremont 
Gate, and this year the commissianers 
are selecting a spot to plant forty 
kinds of acacias, none of which have 
been, as yet, generally planted here. 
The public will then be better able to 
appreciate the beauty and variety of 
these winter-flowering plants. 
“But among the collections. by far the 
most beautiful and comprehensive, is 
that which is known as the botanical 
garden at the head of Chavez Ravine 


in Elysian Park. These rare and 
beautiful nts were rocured 
by Mr. arvey, W. 8. Lyons. 
the former State Forester of 


California, to whom we owe many valu- 
able introductions in Southern Cail 
fornia, and others interested in these 
matters, and thie plantation was the 
outcome of the Botanical Society, in- 
augurated in Los Angeles about five 
years ago, with over a hundred mem- 
bers. The plants and trees were do- 
nated, planted and cared for by the 
most enthusiastic members of this so- 
clety. There are growing in the do- 
tanical garden, now cared for by the 
Park Commissioners, over three hun- 
dred rare plants, including forest trees. 
paims, tropical fruits, ornamental trees 
and shrubs, about thirty additional 
specimens having been this year, 
and as many of the trees have been 
established over four years, we can 
now judge of their merits. 

At the southern end of the n is 
a collection of conifers, including 
among them aAuricarias a cunning- 
hamta. a rare and beautiful species; 
Agathis robusta, the Kauri pine, one 
of the valued forest trees of New Zea- 
land; Cryptomeria ca, repre- 
sentative forest tree of Japan, and 
Juniperus procera, the only representa- 
tive of conifers in Western Africa, 
probably the only — of this rare 
tree in America; ela robusta, the 
Murray pine from Australia, a beautiful 
bluish pine, likely to on dry 
lands; Pinus halepensis 


growl there in arid and rocky loca- 
tions; nus from the d 
regions of Mexico; Pinus longifolio,

beautiful of all 
those trees which have done so much 
to advertise California, and of which 
we are so justly proud—Sequola n- 
tea, our giant tree, and Sequoia semper- 
virena, the redwood. These, together 
with some others, make a beautiful 
representative collection of about 
twenty-five specimens well worthy of 
attention. 

Probably, however, many of us will 
be more interested in the sub-t ical 
fruits and economic plants. We have 
here several species of Anona, in- 
moya, having a luscious fruit the size 


fruit late in the fall, may constitute 
an article of ex to the Eastern 
markets. Also arissa randifiora, 
known as the Natal plum with a red 
fruit of delicious vor. There is 
also a beautiful collection of Fugenias 
and Guavas, which will some day take 
the place in Southern California of 
the small fruits grown in the Northern 
States. 

Among the most promising are 
Eugenia pitanga, with fruit like 
mall tomatoes: Eugenia ungi. and 
several others. Macadamia ternifoiia, 
known as the Queensiand nut, and 
Persea gratissima, or Alligator Pear, 
are great favorites in their own coun- 
tries. We have also specimens of the 
Jujube (Zisyphus) and several other 
promising tropical fruits now coming 
into bearing.

Among the most beautiful shade 
trees growing here are Acacia koa, from 
Hawaii, and Calodendron capense, 
from Africa, of symmetrical shape and 
both likely to make good avenue trees; 
also Tristania conferta. with pretty 
white flowers, much used as an avenue 
tree in Australia, There are many oth- 
ers which can be best appreciated by 
a visit to the garden , 

Among climbers on a wire trellis at 
the north end of the garden are some 
beautiful species of onia, especially 
Bignonia magtesii, nonta venusta. 
The latter well-known by its 
flowers. But especially to be recom 
mended as being winter bloomers, an 
with very delicate and attractive 
shades of blue, white and red, are the 
Kennedyas from Australia, known to 
some gardeners as Hardenbergias; also 
there is a beautiful deep crimson flow- 
ering climber with long pannacies of 
flowers, resembling in form a wistaria, 
from the Argentine. called Diociea; 
also we have many beautiful kinds of 
jasmine growing on the trellis, and 
other rare climbers. 

There is also a very represent- 
ative collection of about thirty species 
of palms, especially some rare kinds 
of Poenix. Among aloes and decora- 
tive plants are a few bamboos; some 
selected kinds of bananas, such as 
Hart's choice and Golden Tahiti and 
a few others; also a plant of Agave 
sisalana, now much planted in Florid:, 
yielding the well-known sisal hemp. 

Among ornamental! flowering shrubs 
we have indeed, a beautiful selection 
that can only properly be appreciated 
by constant visits to the garden, in 
order to see them in bloom. Perhaps 
among the most beautiful we may men- 
tion about five species of coral tree, 
one of which was lately a blaze of 
flery scarlet, recalling a bonfire, and 
revealing one of those many surprises 
which floral nature has in store for us. 

There are also several kinds of dom- 
beya, which, having white flowers in 
the winter, may become useful for flor- 
iste for floral work. 

A collection has been added this year 
of some twenty kinds of bottle brushes, 
many succeeding well in dry locations, 
and being winter and spring bioom- 
ers, would add much to the beauty of 
our gardens; two kinds of durantas, blue 
and white, are very attractive shrubs, 
not often enough planted here; also a 
beautiful clump of Romeya  coulteri, 
our native white poppy, probably 
twenty feet through and ten feet high. 
There is also a beautiful collection of 
some ten to fifteen ki of ficus, or 
rubber tree. which would make a far 
more beautiful feature on our lawns 
than common palms, or auricarias, so 
much planted; as they have a neat, 
compact habit of growth. The pittos- 
porum, another beautiful family of 
evergreen trees, are here represented. 
Nearly all of them have white or black 
fragrant flowers in the winter. Exspe- 
ally win be admired Pittosporum 
crassifolium, the silver-leaved variety, 
and Pittosporum rhombifvlium, having 
clusters of pretty yellow berries in the 
winter, and Pittosporum flavum, hav- 
ing large white perfumed flowers like 
the Mandevillia. 

These beautiful plants, y prob- 
ably nowhere else to be seen in South- 
ern California, will, however, be far 
better aprpeciated by a visit to the 
garden. The Park Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce hopes to bring 
before the chamber and the Park Com- 
missioners the advisability of publish- 
ing a guide to the floral beauties of 
our parks, stating where each per- 
fectly-grown specimen is to be found, 
and containing a general description 
of the plan of planting. 

All the trees in the botanical garden 
have their names printed on white 
stakes, and this system is being ex- 
tended to the other parks in our city.

Forest Reserve Grazing, 
ASHINGTON, May 3.—Gifford 
Pinchot, forester of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and F. V. 
Coville, botanist of the same depart- 
ment, will leave Washington for the 
West about May 15, to make a personal 
investigation of the probiem of grazing 
in the forest reserves. The restric- 
tion of sheep grazing in these areas 
has raised a storm of protest from 
wool growers, and blic feeling in the 
West has become divided and intense.

This would certainly be an 
anomaly on part of the government 
which has been so carefu! in restricting 
the amount of land that may be taken 
up under the homestead preémpt' 
and desert land acts. 

The fact is, however, that the laws 
of the United States expressly limit the 
amount of placer—or ofl—iand that 
may be taken up by any one person 
or party. In the United States mining 
laws, above referred to by Binger Her- 
mann, section 2336, under the heading, 
“Maximum of placer locations,” reads, 
in part, as follows: 

No location of a placer 
claim made after the 9th day of July. 
1870, shall exceed 160 acres for any one 
person, or association of persons.“ 

This provision its further elucidated 
on page 22 of the laws, as follows: 

“The foregoing provisions of law are 
construed to mean that after the en 
day of July, 1870, no tlocation of a 
92 claim can be made to exceed 
® acres, whatever may be the number 
of locators associated together, or 
whatever the local lations of the 
district may allow, and that from and 
after May 10, 1872, no location can en- 
ceed twenty acres for each individual 
participating therein.” 

This, surely, should be sufficient to 
show the intent of Congress to limit 
the amount of mineral land that may 
be ene by one individual or party, 
an’! to prevent the monopolizing of the 
public domain. To infer that these 
restrictions may be overcome by the 
thin subterfuge of giving each twenty- 
acre tract a different name, is to sup- 
pose that ambitious land-grabbers can 
— easily “make a monkey of Uncle

Because the Land Office has given 
this extraordinarily liberal interpreta- 
tion of the law, it does not follow that

LAKESHORE BOULEVARD.
